yield the mthe food they require, ex- 
cept where the pasturage is peculiarly 
ri-ch. The question of sustenance af- 
fects .human beings, too. Men'can- 
not afford to be so big that they re- 
quire more than their labor will pro- 
duce. Nor can they be so small that 
feebleness forgids their contending 
with others.
